HERE^S STORY OF TROTZKY, ANARCHIST LEADER IN 
RUSSIA, AS TOLD BY FORMER COMRADES IN NEW YORK 


In Their Cellar Men Who 
Were Once Pals of the Bol- 
sheviki Talk of Man Who 
is Now in Limelight in the 
Capital of Russia and to 
Front in World's News.

New York, Nov.

come f r o m the cellar at 77 St. Mark's 
Place, in the heart of New York's East 
Side, where Leon 
Trotsky, the

months edited the little Russian revo- 
lutionary socialist paper, Novy 
Mir, 
the organ of the Rusisan branch of the 
socialist party in America. 


Sun-ounded by three of them 
men 
who have shared exile with Trotzky in 
Siberia, and later were his associates 
in Vienna, Bern© and Paris, I sat at 
the desk in the dingy hole a t the rear 
of the cellar that Trotzky used. 


In the intervals ^between the clank 
of the presses behind the wooden par- 
tition that separated the press 
room 
f r o m the editorial sanctum, 1 got 
his 
comrades' story of the man who is now 
the leader of tlie Bolshoviki in Petro- 
grad, on whom the f u t u r e of Russia 
may depend. 


"A wonderful man," said Alexander 
Menshoy, now 
editor 
of No^•y Mir. 
"Tall, commanding, about 40 years old, 
with a wonderful personality and 
a 
winning smile, Trotzky is not a driver, 
but a leader. 


He is one of the very best speakers in 
Russia. 
I have heai-d him speak many 
times and he is eloquent.

Along a forty-five mile stretch of the 
Piave river in northeastern Italy the 
armies of the Austro-German invaders 
and the Italian defenders are lined up 
on opposite sides of the stream. 
But 
although 
Piave 
line

course of the river ha.s been success- 
fully reached by the Italian forces in 
their retirement they are being sub- 
jected to a newly developed 
menace 
on thier left flank. 


The Teutonic command has 
finally 
sprung its expected drive on the west- 
ern edge of the Trentino. 


Pressing south in the Sugana valley 
Austro-German 
troops 
have 
forced 
their way as far as Asiago, Berlin an- 
nounces, and a f t e r 
desperate

fighting 
have captured that place.

Tlie attack in the Asiago district must 
be held by the Italians if their Piave line 
is not to be turned, and the Avhole of 
northeastern Italy fall into the liands of 
the invaders.

Asiago hills, but ultimately were checked 
and afterward driven back near their 
border. 
It is approximately eleven miles 
from Asiago to the Italian plains, the 
Austro-German objective, and the hilly 
country is admirably adapted to defense. 


Further west in the Trentino an Aus- 
tro-German attack was lauuclied in the 
Ledro valley but was quickly repulsed.

TWO KINDS OP SUFFRAGISTS. 


The Alice Paul eoteric of lady monomaiiiacs 
whose ,members arc" trying to starve them- 
selves to^ death in tlie Washington jail offer' 
ratherva sorry-picture as c-ontrasted -with the 
rational'suffragists. For some eiyht or jiino 
months^ the so-called inilitaiit.s of the Con- 
gressioiial - union have been ])ickotiiig' the 
^Vhite-House, annoying the president, ineiting 
riots-and" defying the police. The notion, of 
course, is-that if they can make tlicmsclvcs 
sufficiently intolerable as nuisanccs the fed- 
eral suffrage amendmcjit resolution >viil be 
passed "bycongress. 
So far they have con- 
trived'to-get. nowhere but to jail and Avork- 
house..:. 


Arrest,, convict ion, fine and imprisonment 
are essential parts of their program. 
Their 
propaganda without those incidents would be 
a. great futility. There is no niartyrdoni in 
being Jiinmolested. 
"•^Mankind would 
little 
note'iior long remember"' that a few scores 
of silly women had sauntered about the White 
House>gates toting banners for Uvelvo rnonlhs 
or twenty months and got ]io rise out o!.' the 
police. . Nothing in that to make a ciiaptcr (»f 
history or weave into epitaphs. To be pinched, 
to be polluted with prison soil and offended 
with prison garb and prison fare define the 
necessities of their case. The exaggerated ego 
feeds itself better on coarse food than upon 
dainties, and delicacies. 
Miss Paul and her 
comrades / would have been greatly disap- 
pointed/and treacherously circumvented had 
thè jail-authorities not stupidly provided them 
•with the makings of a hunger strike. 
That 
filled the bill, or at any rate the bill was filled 
when the prison doctor began forcibly to 
pipeline-'nourishment to Miss Paul 's flouted 
•tummy. 


And there; they are—some of them in jail 
and some of them tramping about the White 
House. Meanwhile suffrage has won a signal 
triumph in.the greatest state of the union, and 
that, too, by the help of President Wilson. 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw and a number of other leaders of the 
rational suffragists have just been at the 
White, House to thank President Wilson for 
the aid he gave them in New York and to ask 
him to.place his influence behind the Anthony 
amendment in congress. And perhaps he will 
do that. We somehow liave the notion that 
when.coiigress assembles Mr. W^ilson Avill liave 
seen his way to advance the cause of suffrage 
that wise, for he is a true advocate of suffrage 
for-women., . When he shall have done so and 
the amendment shall liave been sent forth for 
ratification iby the states, you will not have 
to getviypur-ear to the ground to hea> the 
triumphant shriek of Miss Paul and the bal- 
ance of the Silly Sally sisterhood. 


''We did it! 
Our martyrdom melted the 
heart;of the Philistine! We marched for it, 
we -braved the storm, for it, we defied the 
police .for it, we were noisomely immured for 
it,-we starved ourselves for it, through us and 
ajoncf^thl'ough us the holy cause of woman has 
advaiicetl w t h victorious tread to the goal 
God set-for it."

It is important to keej) in mind that all the 
news issuing now from Russia 
proceeds 
through German channels or is passed from 
Petrograd by the Bolsheivik faction now ia 
control of the capital. The situation may be 
nowhere near the discouraging status these 
accounts picture, but even the most optimistic 
construction placed upon events is grave 
enough. 


Russian diplomats and other agents of the 
provisional government of Russia now in this 
country and other nations of the allied cause 
take pains to assure the world that the Bol- 
shevikis that have deposed the Kerensky gov- 
ernment are in control only of Petrograd, are 
not so numerous and not at all so strong as 
these startling incidents of the week seem to 
indicate and join in a prediction that the more 
moderate element that has been overthrown 
will be able to reassert itself and bring about 
order. 


This must be the general hope, but it is a 
hope in which no great confidence can be felt. 
Only a change in the situation can make the 
world feel any relief as to Russia. The out- 
look is better for a reign of anarchy Avith such 
concomitants of disorder, violence and name- 
less excesses as the extinction of strong au- 
thority inevitably must bring, or the perhaps 
worse horrors of ciA'il war. Russia is in area 
the greatest country on the globe and the most 
populous of all Caucasian lands. What may 
eome when that agglomeration of races and 
tribes that had been forcibly knit together in 
A\hat until last spring was the Russian empire 
begins to stir with the pains of disintegration 
or to clash with the social, political and radi- 
cal animosities certain to be heated by the 
clashing of purposes and prejudices it is not 
difficult to imagine. 


The description of men who have seized the 
reins of power in the capital is not of the kind 
tiuit can rule one hundred and eighty millions 
of mixed peoples. The man Leninc is an an- 
archist agitator whose statesmanship is in his 
mouth, lie is stirring the mass with promises 
of land aj]d a division of wealth. That merely 
•serves to got him his strength of a following. 
How he shall control the populace, bring order 
out of the chaos that is developing and pro- 
cure the obedience of those weltering jiiasses 
to tiiat authority without which there can be 
no state is something he is not i i o a v taking into 
account. The very nature of his appeal is the 
thing that will accomplish the undoing of his 
plan. 


The hope of the future for Russia lies im- 
mediately in the army. Part of the army is 
iii a state of defection and all of it may be 
susceptible. If Kerensky means to resist the 
counter-revolution and attempt to re-establish 
the authority of the provisional government 
he cannot accomplish that without force and 
forcc means civil war. If Kerensky can rally 
no sufficient part of the army to the older 
standard of the revolution, events must have 
their way under such auspices as the an- 
archism of Lenine and the Bolshevik may pro- 
vide. 
Nothing would be quite so promising 
of effectual measures against the grotesque 
pretension of the red propaganda of the 
Bolshevik as that General Korniloff were at 
liberty to rally his Cossacks to the banners of 
rational democracy and regulated order.

No sailor who risks his life on Un- 
cle Sam's merchant fleet of today or 
on his far greater fleet of tomorrow 
need fear that he will leave "those de- 
pendent 
on 
him 
penniless. 
Uncle 
Sam lias decreed that he can not leave 
them 
penniles.s, 
even 
if 
lie 
would. 
Months ago the government realized 
that the.^e merchant sailors were tlie 
country's real advance guard, its sea 
.skirmi.^h line, .'^ont forth, first of all, 
in advance of the army and even of 
the navy, to draw the German fire, 
daily and 
Iiourly, without 
uniforms 
and without cheers, as a mere matter 
of duty. 
It was decided that the men 
who did this were really as much a 
part of the national service a.s were 
the army 
and 
navy, 
and 
it 
made 
)>rompt provision for the care of their 
families in »tase they were lost or cap- 
tured. 
Only two months after war 
was declared congress wrote into law 
a 
merchant-sailor-insurance 
clause 
under which the treasury department 
stands ready to lessen, as far as money 
can, the effects of their loss upon their 
families. 
This provision 
passed 
al- 
most unnoticed by the country, Avhoso 
attention was centered on the insur- 
ance of tlie ships rather than on that 
of tlie sailor.«!. 
But the families of the 
! twenty-one men who have since per- 
! ished have reason to note the differ- 
ence and to bless the law, as has also 
the wife of 
Captain 
Oliver, 
of 
the 
steamship Campana, who was carried 
away to Germany as a prisoner. 
For 
all of these it spells the difference be- 
tween comfort and penury. 


Under 
the 
government 
plan 
a 
blanket policy is written providing for 
the insurance of the master, the of- 
ficers, and the crew of every ship that 
sails from an American port to the war 
zone, and vice versa, in an 
amount 
equal to twelve -times their monthly 
wages plus all bonuses, and providing 
further that no individual 
insurance 
shall be for less than $1,500 or more 
than $5,000. 
The policy also provides 
that the full amount shall be paid 
not only for death but also for per- 
manent disability, or for the loss of 
both hands, arms, feet, legs, or eyes. 
For lesser injuries from 45 to 65 per 
cent, of the principal sum 
is to 
be 
paid. 


Nor are prisoners forgotten. 
Uncle 
Sam recognizes his liability to families 
that are temporarily deprived of their 
breadwinners as much as to those that 
are permanently deprived. 
No Amer- 
ican .sailor need eat his heart out in 
prison wondering how his family is 
managing to live.- Uncle Sam Avill pay 
them his full wages until such time as 
the total amount paid «hall equal the 
principal sum for which he was in- 
sured. 


Death awards are paid to the estate 
of the insured for distribution to his 
family fr(\e of all liability for 
debt. 
Awards for injury are paid only to the 
insured himself, and awards for im- 
prisonment are held for him, unless 
he himself has directed to whom they 
are to be paid. 
No attorney or claim 
agent is necessary to 'hid in the collec- 
tion of Uncle 
Sam's insurance, 
and 
none is entitjed to receive any pay- 
ment for helping to collect it, except ( 
where the liability is contested by the j 
government and is tried in a United i 
States district court. 
Then the judge 
may award the attorney 
not 
more 
than 10 per cent, of the amount se- 
cured. 


The provision as to contested cases 
is necessary, though Uncle Sam has 
no thought of contesting death losses. 
His whole Intention is exactly the op- 
posite.

Since the war began not a 
few sailors and passengers from tor- 
pedoed ships have come back after 
being given up for dead, and so long 
as human nature remains what it is 
there will always be a few men v»"ho 
would not hesitate to impose on their 
dear avuncular relative if occasion of- 
fered and to stay away from iiome un- 
til their insurance had been collected 
—and spent. 
It is for such cases as 
these that Uncle Sam is forced to be 
prepared. 


At the time this article was written, 
however, no such case had even been 
suspected. 
Only two ships have been 
sunk with loss of life since the law 
went into effect. 
One of these, the 
Kansan, sank in seven minutes with 
the loss of four men, insured for a 
total of $7,200; and there is no ques- 
tion as to 
their 
fate. 
The 
other 
steamer, the Montano, was torpedoed 
in broad daylight and sank in one 
minute. 


Insurance is compulsory. 
It is not 
left to the memory of men who might 
forget or be unwilling. 
But it is not 
a gift. 
Uncle 
Sam 
considers 
that 
shipowners who are getting rich out 
of the enormous freight rates 
they 
are charging owe something to the 
families of the men who do the work 
for them when these men are "scup- 
pered and left in the lurch." 


The law provides that if the own- 
ers of any vessel traversing the war 
zone fail to insure the master, 
of- 
ficers, and crew before the ship goes 
to sea the secretary of the treasury may 
take out insurance for them with the 
Bureau of War-Risk 
Insurance 
and 
may further fine the owners not more 
than $1,000 to help them to remember 
next time; and ni^ay also charge his 
interest botu on the premium and on 
the fine. 


In the early days of 
the 
law 
an 
American schooner with 
a 
comple- 
ment of 20 men slipped off to sea from 
New York witliout being insured. Tiie 
insurance to be paid was more than 
$50,000, and the owners "just forgot" 
to put up the premium. 
But the col- 
lector of the port did not forget. 
He 
reported the case to tlie treasury, and 
the secretary took out the insurance 
and called on the owners 
to 
make 
good. 
However, as it was a first of- 
fense, the secretary let them off with 
a fine of |500 (and the premium, of 
course.) 
The insurance'referred to did 
not cover the hull, and as there was 
no loss of life no payment was made. 


This case and one or two very re- 
cent ones that are still under investi- 
gation are the only ones known 
in 
which neglect or confusion has imper- 
iled the standing of the crews; and as 
the government keeps very close tab 
on all sailings and arrivals it is un- 
likely that any others will get through. 


The losses since Avar insurance went 
into effect have not been great. 
From 
June 26 to August 31, the complements 
of 119 steamers and 27 sailing vessels 
were insured by the government for a 
total 
value 
of 
nearly 
$16,000,000. 
These 
ships 
carried 
nearly 
10,000 
sailors. 
Total losses incurred, approx- 
imately $40,000. 


Three steamers, the Kansan, 
Mo- 
tano and Campana, and three sailing 
vessels, the Carmela, Augustus Welt, 
and Laura C. Anderson, were destroy- 
ed—about one .steamer In every forty, 
and one sailing ship in every nine. All 
the men lost were on the Kansan and 
the Montano. 
Capt. Albert Oliver, of 
the Campana, was taken prisoner; anc^ 
the bureau has arranged to pay the 
first 
monthly installment of 
$337.50 
to his wife, and will continue to pay 
this amount during detention for tho 
next year.

In 1916 Ohio state, the baby of the west- 
ern conference, was playing Illinois, in the 
game whrich was eventually to give the 
Buckeye the big nine title. 


Only a few minutes remained to play. 
Illinois had scored early and Ohio had just 
crossed the mini goal. 
The score was 6 
to 6 and Chick Harley was changing his 
wet shoes for dry ones preparatory to try- 
ing for goal from a difficult angle. 


On the sidelines stood-Coach Jack Wilce 
with an army of breathless, 
straining 
subs. 


"He is going to kick that goal," said 
Wilce dramatically. "You must all believe 
he is. 
I want everyone of you fellows to 
concentrate and know he is until the ball 
goes over the bar." 


Then Harley'kicked and the ball sailed 
squarely between the posts. 
Ohio had 
Avon. 


That is one side of the most successful 
young coach in the middle west. He con- 
stantly studies the psychology of every 
situation which comes up in games or in 
practice. 


The other side is that he is a plugger; 
believes in 
thoroughness, in 
extensive 
preparation and he has absolutely no use 
for precedents. 


His thoroughness is carried on through- 
out the entire year.

long sessions of spring practice. He keeps 
in touch with the college alumni looking 
for new material. In the winter he spends 
long hours with a checker board working 
out new plays for the coming season. 


With his men he is a driver. 
He de- 
mands hard work and gets it. He is quick 
to recognize earnest effort, and last year 
recommended for the varsity "O" a man 


who had not 
played in nearly 
enough 
games to win it. 


"Nobody on <he 
squad 
has 
worked 
harder than he has for three years," was 
Wilce's explanation, and the man got his 
letter. 


Wilce is a Y. M. C. A. man—a man of 
character and a true sportsman against 
whom not the slightest Insinuation of un- 
fairness has ever been brought by an op- 
ponent. 
At Ohio State they hope he will 
stay forever, but he may some day give up 
coaching to take up medicine. 
He has 
made it his study ever since taking up 
coaching at 
Ohio. 
He graduated 
and 
played football at Wisconsin, where he 
was an all-western fullback and a crew 
man.

daughter 
discovers 
his 
attachment 
and is furious, as she herself loves Ra^ 
dames. Radames returns covered with 
glory, bringing many prisoners

among them, Amonasro, Aida's fattier. 
The king releases all the prisoners ex- 
cept Aida and Amonasro, and further- 
more bestows upon the unwilling Rad- 
ames the hand of his daughter.

and, thrusting his 
fingers 
nervously 
into his pockets, recovered the card. 
It helped him to find the Christ. 


He was a graduate of the University 
of Minnesota, and had practised law 
in a little town of that state. 
TShe big 
city attracted him; there seemed to 
be more chance for an ambitious law- 
yer. 
tie secured a desk in a lawoffice, 
and upon his inquiring where he might 
most easily get started his new ac- 
quaintances advised the handling of 
cases for toughs and gamblers. 
Thus 
it came about that within a month 
from his coming to Chicago he had 
joined the ranks of shyster lawyers. 


In order to make a success of the 
work he was forced to become inti- 
mately acquainted with the crooked 
waj'S of the underworld.

Common ways of Infecting 
a baby are by kissing, coughing or 
sneezing near the child, or allowing 
him to play with dirty toys. 


Milk from tuberculosis cows fre- 
quently is the cause of tuberculosis in 
a baby. 
Enlarged glands in children 
are frequently 
caused 
by infection 
from the milk of tuberculous cows. 


Children 
under one year of 
age 
are subject to diseases caused mainly 
by disordered digestion. 
Such ail- 
ments are first Indicated by loss of 
appetite, 
headache, 
vomiting, 
and, 
often pain in the stomach. 


At such times do not fee) the child. 
Instead give it a dose oi castor oil. 
To a child under two years give a 
teaspoonful; for children 
over 
two 
years of age, give two teaspoonfuls, 
increasing the dose for older chil- 
dren. 


In giving 
castor 
oil 
the 
mouth 
should first be cooled by swallowing 
a little cool water. 
Tho spoon should 
be thoroughly wet so that the oil 
will slip off easily. 
Tho oil can be 
covered with a little orange juiee to 
conceal the taste. 
After taking the 
oil, the child should lie down quietly 
for 20 minutes or half an hour,

Outdoor Sleeping and How to Keep 
Warm in Winter. 


On winter ni^jhts don't clo.se your win- 
dows because you arc cold but loarn to 
keep warm with it open. 


Firi»t arrange your room fo that you 
do not sleep in a direct dranglif. If that 
is impossible the following simple method 
may b^ employed: 


Cut u heavy piece of cotton six inches 
longer than the width of the window 
frame and 18 inches wide. Tack it along 
it« lower edge to the Mindow sill and 
liook the upper corners to the window 
frame. 
The 
window.s may 
then 
he 
opened wide, but the current of air will 
be directed upwards. 


Equally important is the bed. A thick 
mattress and^ pad should be sufficient 
under tho sleeper, but if the mattress is 
thin, place lieavy wrapping paper under 
it. Flanelette sheets may be used in pref- 
erence to cotton. 
The lighter th^ top 
cover the better. 


If down or lamb's wool are too expen- 
sive, a quilt made of two layers of flan- 
nelette with an interlining of newspapers 
will prove an excellent covering over the 
blankets. 


For the outdoor sleeper a Klondyke 
bed or sleeping bag is necessary in real 
cold weather. 


The Klondyke bed is made by tucking 
the blankets under the mattress-pad at 
feet and sides and binding the whole se- 
curely by tucking the top covering 12 
inches under the maj^ess at foot and 
sides. 


For stormy weather a horse blanket or 
quilt with a canvas covering niakoH an 
excellent protection. 
The bed should be 
heated by hot water bottles before enter- 
ing it and the covering must n<»t be so 
tight that the feet are uncomfortable.

houses, and 
again 
clothes! 


Out of college—or arrived at the 
age—the young man or woman marries 
and begins a life in whieb tlM spend- 
ing competition seems to become , the 
most strenuous of any period. 
Young 
wives demand a shelter—either own- 
ed or rented—in the best section of 
Our Town, where 
prices 
are 
high. 
And it isn't difficult to persaude the 
husband that if he expects to succeed • 
he hud beeter not advertise taimseU 
unable to pay what some other maa 
is paying for a house or an ofTice.

Outdoor Sleeping and How to Keep 


Warm in Winter. 


On winter nights don't close your win 


dows because you arc cold but learn t 
keep warm with it open. 


First arrange your room FO that yoi 


do not sleep in a'dircct draught. If iha 
is impossible the following simple mctho 
may be employed: 


Cut a heavy piece of cotton six inches 


longer than 'the width of the window 
frame mid 18 inrhes wide. Tack it along 
its lower edge to the window sill nnd 
hook the upper corners to the window 
frnine. 
The 
windows may 
then 
be 


opened wide, but the current of nir will 
be directed upwards. 


Equally important, is the bed. A thick 


mattress and pud should be sufficient j 
under the sleeper, but if the mattress is 
thin, place heavy wrapping paper under 
it. Flanclcttc sheets may be used in pref- 
erence to cotton. The lighter the top 
cover the better. 


If down or lamb's wool ant too expen- 


sive, a quilt made of two layers of flan- 
nelette with an interlining of newspaper! 


I prove an excellent covering over the 


blankets. 


For the outdoor sleeper a Klondyke 


bed or sleeping bag is necessary in real 
cold weather. 


The Klondyke bed is made by tucking 


the blankets" under the mattress-pad at 
feet and sides, and binding the whole se- 
curely by tucking the top covering 1: 
inehcs nndcr the mattress at foot and 
sides. 


For stormy weather a horse blanket or 


i qnilt with a canvas covering makes an 


excellent protection. The bed should be 
heated by hot water bottles before enter 
ing it and the covering must not he si- 
tight that the feet are uncomfortable.
